There 
surely must have been seventy-five 
or a hundred of them in a bunch. It 
rained most of the time 
we 
were

When we entered the harbor 
we had to wait outside

floating 
fence, which was around the dock, 
for first passing inspection of Jap a­ 
nese military doctors.
